$5 STEEL PRICE BOOST 
PREDICTED; AUTOS AND 
APPLIANCES MAY G0 UP 


NEW YORK, July 9 (AP). 

N early steel price advance 
A averaging $5 a ton, reflect- 

ing higher’ steel-making 
costs, was predicted today by 
the Iron Age, national metal- 
working paper. “Automobile 
and home appliance manufac- 
turers may be forced to raise 


their prices almost immedi- 
ately,” the publication said. 


The Iron Age ‘reported that 
“United States Steel Corp. is 
expected late this week to take 
the lead in the price adjustment 
which will cover virtually all 
major steel products. Some 
product prices will be raised 
more than others.” 


Basic reasons for the increase 
was described as “the indus- 
try’s experience following the 
gteel labor contract, increased 
coal costs and a continual loss 
on some products.” The new

Even Weakened Congres- 
sional Resolution Is 
Better Than Nothing,

WASHINGTON, July 9 — Hope 
that Congress, in tie waning days 
fof this session, would enact the 
pending joint resolution to write 
certain provisions of the Krug-

“This Congress is 
about to adjourn, and it may be a 
question of whether we get the 
joint resolution or nothing at all 
in the way of safety legislation.” 


Provisions of Resolution. 

As it stands, in the Senate ver- 
sion approved by the Public Lands 
Committee, the resolution sets up 
as standards of safety those pro- 
visions’ of the Krug-Lewis code 
which relate to hazards in under- 
ground operations, and requires 
that when violations are observed 
by federal mine inspectors, they 
are to notify the operators, the 
state mining inspection authority, 
and the Federal Bureau of Mines. 
Each quarter the Secretary of the 
Interior is to report to Congress 
on how mine operators are com- 
plying with the code. 

Omitted is a provision in the 
Krug-Lewis code which gave fed- 
eral inspectors power to shut 
down a mine when they found 
violations ef the safety regula- 
tions. 

“It-is true the resolution con- 
tains no enforcemert machinery,” 
said O'Mahoney, “but no enforce- 
ment device we could have created 
could compare with the force of 
public opinion. 

“All these reports that are re- 
quired will be public records and 
they should keep the spotlight on 
the situation until the next ses- 
sion of Congress. THis committee 
is not going to let the matter 
drop, and I think something will 
be done at the next gession.”

OWNERS BEGIN 
SIGNING UP ON 
LEWIS TERM 


Labor Law Co-Author 
Hartley Says Operators 
Lay Selves Open to 
Fines for Violation of 
Act Provision.

WASHINGTON, July 9 (UP)— 
Southern coal operators accepted 
the new bituminous contract with 
the United Mine Workers today. 
They arranged to sign immedi- 
ately with John L. Lewis. 

Within an hour, all the South- 
erns had signed the one-year con- 
tract except Virginia, Alabama 
and Tennessee owners, and the 
UMW ordered the miners back 
to work. The Virginia, Alabama 
and Tennessee operators accept- 
ed the agreement, but deferred 
signing pending a clarification of 
their state laws on the union 
shop. 

Only other operators unsigned 
were from Iowa, Colorado, Wash- 
ington and New Mexico. They 
were expected to sign shortly. 

Only 35,000 of the 400,000 soft 
coal miners now remain out, 

The decision by the southern 
group followed yesterday’s action 
by northern and midwestern op- 
erators in granting Lewis's soft 
coal miners a $13.05 basic daily 
wage and other concessions—the 
best contract ever won by Lewis. 

Henry Warden, chief negotiator 
for the Soythern Coal Producers 
Association, announced the deci- 
sion to sign up, 

He said most of the 150,000 min- 
ers employed by tht 400 individual 
southern companies could go back 
to work tomorrow... These com- 
panies produce 150,000,000 tons of 
coal a year. 


Hartley Finds Fault, 

Meanwhile, Representative Fred 
A. Hartley Jr. (Rep.), New Jer- 
sey, co-author of the ‘hew la- 
bor law, said coal operators: who 
sign with Lewis lay themselves 
open to fines and imprisonment 
for violation of the law. 

Hartley, chairman of the House 
Labor Committee, said in a state- 
ment that the agreement between 
Lewis and the coal operators 
smacks of “collusion” with intent 
to violate the labor control law. 

He said the coal contract con- 
tains “at least one clear viola- 
tion” of the Taft-Hartley labor 
law. He referred to the section 
providing for a “check-off” from 
the wages of miners, The new 
act, he said, permits a check- 
off only for payment of union 
dues. e coal contract, he said, 
calls for a check-off of in 
fees and union assessments. 

“Since this is a criminal pro- 
vision, which the courts j ally 
construe literally,’ it apr ob- 
vious that any mine opérators 
signing this agreement, have, by 
the terms of ‘the agreement, 
agreed to pay money for: an il- 
legal reason,” he said.

Greece, for U.N. supervision of 
American aid to Greece, and for 
a finding by the Security Council 
that Greece, not its neighbors, 
wags responsible for disorders in 
the Balkans.

ATHENS, July 9 (AP)—The 
Government announced 
that more than 2000 persons were 


arrested in the Athens area early 
today in raids aimed at stamping 
out a Communist plot to start a 
revolution and spread civil war 
through the entire country. 

Minister of Public Order Na- 
poleon Zervas said the zero hour 
for the Communist stroke was to 
have been around 1 a.m. tomor- 
row. He said attacks were to 
have been made simultaneously in 
all parts of Greece, bringing the 
present mountain guerrilla war 
fare into urban centers. 

Between 3000 and 4000 onli 
gendarmes and soldiers carried 
out the lightning raids before 
dawn this morning, Zervas said. 
He added that many important 
Communists already had fled and 
either were hiding in Athens or 
in the mountains. 

Exile in Islands, 

Most of those arrested, he said, 
will be taken to islan near 
Athens, while the investigation ' 
continues. 

The transfer already has begun. 
Some ringleaders, added, 
will remain in Athens to await 
hearings. -Those not implicated 
in the plot will be released and 
others probably. will be exiled, of- 
ficials said,

Carol’s Marriage to Mistress 


RIO DE JANEIRO, July 9 (UP) 
—District Judge Chermont de 
Miranda ruled today that the 
marriage of ex-King Carol of Ro- 
mania and his red-haired mistress, 
Magda Lupescue, cannot be le- 
galizéd until their respective di- 
vorces are recognized by the Bra- 
zilian Federal Supreme Court. 


The pair were participants in 
a marriage ceremony last Thurs- 
day as Carol’s companion of 23 
years lay near death from anemia. 
Judge de Miranda reached his 
decision after taking testimony 
from the witnesses who attended 
the ceremony in her luxurious 
suite at the Copacabana hotel. He 
examined documents presented by 
ith> pair, including an meses 


from the Swedish legation af- 
firming that each actually was 
divorced. 

The judge ruled that both di- 
vorce decrees by a Bucharest 
court were “insufficient” and 
must be registered by the Fed- 
eral Supreme Court. 

He ordered all participants in 
the recent ceremony to present 
the marriage act for legalization 
again when the divorce decrees 
had been submitted. 

Dr. Paul Frank said today that 
Magda Lupescu’s condition was 
improved and that the crisis had 
passed. He added that there was 
hope that she would recover and 
that she was now able to take

Offer Resolution to Put 
Congress on Record in 
Favor of Stronger Or- 
ganization to Keep 
Peace.

WASHINGTON, July 9 (AP)— 
Senator Ferguson (Rep.), Michi- 
gan, proposed today that Congress 
‘ask President Truman to seek re-

Ferguson introduced a resolu- 
tion Zor himself and nine other 
Senators which would call upon 
the President to try to “strength- 
en the United Nations.”

C Text of Resolution. 

The text of the resolution fol- 
lows: 

“Be it resolved by the Senate 
‘of the United States, the House 
\of Representatives concurring 
that 
“ “It is the sense of the Con- 
gress of the United States that 
permanent world peace can and 
will be achieved through the 
United Nations and to that pur- 
pose we believe that action ' 
should be taken under the pro- 
visions of the charter of the 
United Nations to propose and 
adopt amendments and revi- 
sions that will strengthen the 
United Nations as an instru- 
ment to prevent war and main- 
tain world peace.” 

(Ferguson told the United Press 
that his resolution was aimed to 
gome extent at the veto power 
which Russia has, been accused of 
abusing in the Security Council.) 

These Senators have discussed

DANGER OF VIOLATIONS 


IN ATOM RESEARCH CITED 


U.S. Delegate Warns U.N. Group That Major 
Operations Could Provide Enough 
Materials to Make Bombs.

Frederick H. n today 
warned United Nations delega- 
tions engaged in’ framing a 
treaty for international atom con- 
trol that precautions were neces- 
sary to prevent dangerous activi- 
ties under the guise of research 
and development, 

The American spokesman told 
Committee 2 of the Atomic En- 
ergy Commission that little danger 
existed in small-scale operations. 
As production for commercial and 
other uses was expanded, how- 
ever, materials would be increased 
to a sufficient quantity to make 
bombs, 

Osborn’s remarks were made in 
the course of the discussion of a 
working paper devoted to the 
topic: “Research and Develop- 
ment.” The document recom- 
mended placing major research 
and development in the jurisdic- 
tion of a world agency, with 
privileges to individual nations for 
continuance of private research on 
safe levels. 

The informal meeting was short- 
ened when the Soviet Union rep- 
resentatives declined to discuss a 
related section of Russian plans 
for international atom _ supervi- 
sion, They said they were present 
as official spokesmen for their 
government, whereas other mem- 
bers were committed only to en- 
gage in informal conversations. 

Gromyko’s Position. 

. First Andrei A. Gromyko, then 
his alternate, Dmitri V, Skobelt- 
sin, pointed out that he was pre- 
pared to express official views, but 
did not know whether other dele- 
gates were equally bound. Gromy- 
ko said the “informal discussions” 
already had consumed valuable 
time and accomplished little. 

Gromyko, who has persisted in 
his demand for consideration of 
Russia’s proposals since he sub- 
mitted them last month, was told 
by the chairman that the meeting 
would be declared formal at his 
request. 

He said he would withhold the 
motion until next meeting in defer- 
ence to the Chinese delegate, who 
said many governments awaited 
result of the informal meetings 
before instructing representatives. 

Gromyko added tartly that his 
document had been on file since 
June 11 and there had heen suf 
cient opportunity for reflection. 
When the chairman later proposed 
discussion of the pertinent section 
of the Russian document, Skobelt- 
Sin repeated his objection to in- 
formal conversation and the meet- 
ing was adjourned until Monday 
morning. 

Conclusions Outlined. 
Earlier, the conclusions of au- 
thors of the working paper on “Re- 
search and Development” were 
outlined. It had been agreed, it 
said, that ‘“‘nations and persons 
should be prohibited from using 


‘nuclear fuel for the development, 
production or assembly of any 
atomic weapon.” 

The world control agency, it said, 
must have wide powers for experi- 
men for scientific purposes, 
such as in the little-known realms 
of regeneration, concerned with ef- 
ficient uses of nuclear fuel, and in 
seeking means for utilizing de- 
natured fuels. 

Although work in the scientific 
phases might be rightfully classi- 
fied as “safe,” the agency must 
also remain fully informed of dan- 
gerous processes. In such manner, 
clandestine activities would be 
readily recognized and national] re- 
search could be permitted within 
well-established bounds of secur- 
ity. 

Sir George Thomson, of Britain, 
leader of the group responsible 
for the working paper, pointed out 
that it was extremely difficult to 
enforce a prohibition against 
atomic bomb production unless 
the world authority had drastic 
control of all nuclear fuel. That 
@uthority might be sufficient 
aliune to prevent manufacture, he 
added. 

To police the world against 
atom arms, otherwise, it would be 
necessary to impose a degree of 
inspection on all armament pro- 
duction, however trifling, he con- 
tinued, It was his personal opinion 
that the world agency should be 
endowed with power for research 
and development of atom bombs, 
but that it would be “contrary to 
what we hope will be the spirit” 
of the organization if the agency 
uses the power often or regularly. 

Warning by Osborn. 

“I should be very sorry, indeed, 
to see this function iaid upon the 
agency as a duty,” Thomson con- 
cluded, At this point, Osborn 
issued the warning against ° re- 
laxed control of atomic research, 
having noted, he said, a potential 
danger of such conduct in certain 
working paper conclusions. 

Osborn argued that each na- 
tion conducting large-scale re- 
search and development, unless 
carefully restricted, might pro- 
duce nuclear fuels in uncertain 
amounts, 

“It seems to me inevitable,” he 
said, “that almost every, nation, or 
rather the army or the military 
people _of every nation would 
want to be sure that there was 
such a plant in their nation and 
that it operated right up to the 
maximum of the nuclear fuel pos- 
sible.” 

If such’ possibility existed, de- 
mands on the agency for super- 
vision would create confusion, and 
would restore to an extent na- 
tional rivalries which it is the 
purpose of the Atomic Energy 
Commission to eliminate. It would 
permit the “setting up under the 
guise of research an operation no 
matter how small but using dan- 
gerous and therefore militarily 


useful quantities of dangerous 
fuel,” he concluded.

COMMUNITY PROPERTY BILL 
SIGNED IN PENNSYLVANIA 


HARRISBURG, Pa, July 9 
(AP)—Married couples in Penn- 
syivania are expected to save 
$100,000,000 in federal income 
taxes through enactment of a 
state community property law. 

Gov. James H. Duff signed the 
bill -yesterday. He said the $100,- 
000,000 saving annually for mar- 
ried couples “cannot possibly be 
overlooked.” 

The measure, establishing the 
community property principle in 
the commonwealth — thirteenth 
state to enact such legislation— 
permits a husband and wife to 
divide the family income although 
the husband may earn it all, and 
file separate federal income tax 
reports, each for one half of the 
family éarnings.

The southerners’ decision to ac- 
cept the new wage agreement was 
made at a 90-minute meeting.

The southerners originally de- 
manded a separate agreement 
with Lewis's United Mine -Work- 
ers. Their solid front was. broken 
yesterday when 23 southern firms 
decided to accept the contract to 
end the strike that began earlier 
in the day. Miners in holdout pits 
were remaining idle until those 
operators also signed. 


225,000 Back to Work. 


Under the contracts signed yes- 
terday, more than 225,000 miners 
trooped back to their jobs this 
morning in mines producing more 
than 300,000,000 tons of coal an- 
nually. This is more than 50 per 
cent of total annual production. 

Reports from the coal fields said 
the miners were “jubilant” over 
the new contract, which increases 
their basic hourly wage by 44% 
cents, 

The steel, railroad and other 
coal-consuming industries respond- 
ed quickly to the assurances of 
continuing fuel supplies. Carnegie- 
Illinois, largest operating subsid- 
iary of United States Steel Corp., 
announced that its Pittsburgh area 
mills would be producing at 90 
per cent of capacity by the end of 
the week. 

Hundreds of railroad and river 
transportation workers who had 
been furloughed or placed on cur- 
tailed schedules because of the 
strike threat prepared to return 
to full time shifts. 

Effect on Prices Debated. 

The contract terms provoked 
sharp debate over its economic ef- 
fects on the price of coal, steel 
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and consumer goods and its im- 
pact on labor-management rela- 
tions in other industries. 

Senator Robert A. Taft (Rep.), 
Ohio, chairman of the joint con- 
gressional Economic Committee, 
said it would increase coal prices 
and keep steel prices as high as 
they are now. He said coal pro- 
duction costs would be increased 
70 cents a ton and steel $1.10 a 
ton. Coal operators said prices to 
consumers may go up $1 a ton,

LEWIS MAY GET PAY 
RISE, TOO; SALARY 
NOW $25,000 A YEAR 


WASHINGTON, July 9 (UP)— 
John L: Lewis, who got his miners 


a $1.20 daily wage boost, appeared 
to be in line today for an increase 
in his $25,000 annual salary as 
president of the AFL United Mine 
Workers. 

The rise for him and other top 
UMW officiais was voted by the 
union’s convention last October at 
Atlantic City. The convention 
fixed no amount but approved a 
“substantial” increase. 
Subsequently, Lewis’s efforts to 
win a better wage contract with 
the government or a new one with 
private industry collapsed in his 
fight with President Truman and 
the Supreme Court. 

Lewis yesterday signed a new 
contract with private coal oper- 
ators bringing a record wage for 
his miners. He is said to be con- 
sidering taking his own pay rise 
soon. 


the new agreement to study its 
many innovations, The contract 
is the first negotiated in a major 
industry since passage of the 
Taft-Hartley labor law over Presi- 
dent Truman’s veto. 

Lewis and most operators were 

pleased with the overall effect of 
the agreement in taking the Gov- 
ernment out of the industry. Both 
sides made no secret that they 
were “fed up” with the 13 months 
of Government operation of the 
mines which ended last June 30, 
The next+to-last clause in the 
contract prévides that every sign- 
er agrees to meet in a national 
conference before the contract ex- 
pires next June 30. 
Thus, any southern operator 
who signs obligates himself to 
collaborate with the rest of the 
industry in next -year’s bargain- 
ing, instead of holding aloof as 
the Southern Association has done 
since its split with northern oper- 
ators last December.

MINE CONTRACT 
SEEMS 10 BYPASS 
NEW LABOR LAW 


NLRB Virtually Ignored 
—QOwners Apparently 
Waive ‘Right to Sue 
Over Wildcat Strikes.

WASHINGTON, July 9 (AP) — 
“Who’s loony now?” asked John 
L. Lewis yesterday. 

He had just signed the best con- 
tract he ever got from the coal 
mine owners, in the face of a new 
federal labor law passed, in part, 
for the purpose of dealihg with 
nation-wide coal strikes. 

What does that contract do in 
relation to the Taft-Hartley Act? 
Some of the mine owners’ lawyers 
say: Nothing at all. Some crack 
Washington lawyers, including 
some who helped Congress write 
the new law, can’t answer so posi- 
tively. 

To start with, the contract pretty 
well ignores the Nationa] Labor 
Relations Board, the Government 
agency designated to carry out the 
law. 

Example: NLRB can force a 
boss to bargain with a union if, 
among other things, these are 
done: The workers vote for the 
union to represent it and the 
union makes bare to NLRB, and 
maybe to the public, its financial 
set-up. 

A union and a toss don’t have 
to go to NLRB, if they don’t want 
to. Lewis and the’ mine owners 
didn’t want to. 

The owners agreed that Lewis’s- 
United Mine Workers represented 
the miners. So Lewis did not have 
to get NLRB help to prove it. 

Since he didn’t, he doesn’t have 
to tell anyone how much money 
his union has or who insthe union 
draws how much pay.’ 

As for gisputes which may lead 
to strikes while the contract is “in 
existence, Lewis and the owners 
agreed to settle those themselves. 

Owners Waive Right to Sue, 

Suppose some hot-headed miners 

go out on a wildcat strike at some 
mine, 
The new law says a boss can 
sue a union for striking like that 
while a contract still is in exist- 
ence. Couldn’t a mine Owner sue 
Lewis's union? 

No, according to at least one 
expert on the new law, because the 
contract’ says: Any time miners 
are not “able or willing to work” 
there’s no contract. 

Since the owners signed this, 
they seemed to give up any right 
they have under the law to sue for 
a strike that violates a contract. 
The new law says a boss or 
union who wants to end a contract 
must give the other side at least 
60 days’ notice. * ’ 
The new contract says that if 
the union or the owners want to 
end a contract, the side wanting 
it must give 30 days’ notice. 

Is that contrary to the new law? 
The answer seems to be: Wait and, 
see what happens, when and if it 
happens. 

If there’s a threat of a big coal 
strike, the Government can try to 
use the new law to delay it al- 
though it can’t stop it. 

Under the law the President— 
if he thinks a big strike will hurt 
national health or welfare — is 
supposed to be able to delay it at

WASHINGTON, July 9 (AP)— 
Assistant Secretary of State Nor- 
man Armour said today Russian 
participation in the Paris confer- 
ence on the Marshall European 
aid plan is much to be desired be- 
cause the miore who join in, the 
better the results will be.

SENATE GROUP APPROVES 
TAX CUT VOTED BY HOUSE 


Finance Committee Accepts Measure 10 to 
3—G.O.P. Pians to Give It Quick 
Priority on Floor. 


WASHINGTON, July 9 (AP)— 
The Senate Finance Committee 
approved the four-billion-dollar 
income tax cut bill today in 43 
minutes. 


The vote was 10 to 3, with only 
Democratic Senators Barkley of 
Kentucky, Lucas of Illinois, and 
Connally of Texas opposing the 
reduction which would take effect 
next Jan. 1. 


Chairman Millikin (Rep.), Colo- 
rado, whipped the bill through his 
committee without the formality 
of hearings. The legislation, ap- 
proved by 302-to-112 in the House 
yesterday, is identical with the or- 
iginal tax reduction measure ve- 
toed by President Truman, ex- 
cept «that the effective date is 
moved up from July 1, 1947, to 
Jan, 1, 1948. 

The Republican schedule for 
Senate action gives the tax meas- 
ure right-of-way for consideration 
as soon as the Army-Navy unifi- 
cation bill is disposed of—possibly 
tomorrow. 

Yesterday’s House action was 
by 26 more votes than enough 
necessary to override a veto. No 
one has said that a two-thirds 
margin is certain in the Senate. 

Although backers of the tax 
bill hope to send it to the White 
House by Saturday, they are de- 
termined to bring it to a show- 
down even though the debate 
goes on for days, Senator Taft 
of Ohio, Republican policy com- 
mittee chairman, told reporters 
“we'll stay here as long as nec- 
essary”. 

That goes, he said, even if it 
means junking plans to adjourn 
Congress July 26. 

He and other sponsors of the 
tax cut say that President Tru- 
man will not have an opportunity 
to kill the bill by a so-called pock- 
et veto. Assuming Senate pas- 
sage, Truman will have 10 days 
—not counting Sundays—in which 
to sign or disapprove the meas- 
ure after it reaches his desk. But 
if Congress should adjourn dur- 
ing the 10-day period,-he could 
kill it by simply doing nothing. 

The pending measure would 
give an estimated 49,000,00 tax- 
payers reductions ranging from 30 
per cent in the lowest bracket to 
10.5 per cent at the top. 

Senator Lucas, who fought the|t 
Original tax cut bill, announced he 
would press for Senate passage of 
a complete substitute, 


Effective Jan. 1, he proposes that 
personal exemptions for taxpayers 
and their dependents be raised 
from $500 each to $650, and that 
each surtax bracket rate 0be 
trimmed 4 percentage points. 

He contends that his system is 
more equitable than the Repub- 
lican plan because it would give 
the most tax relief in the lowest 
income brackets. It would remove 
an estimated 7,650,000 taxpayers 
from the rolls. 

Lucas got only 28 votes on a 
similar substitute for the first tax 
cut bill. 

The Democratic policy commit- 
tee called a meeting today to 
canvass the situation. One offi- 
cial told reporters he is confi- 
dent the Republican tax cut can- 
not survive a veto in the Senate. 

If the Republicans can batter 
down the proposal of Lucas—and 
they say they can—they face an- 
other snag in the insistence of 
Senator McClellan (Dem.), Arkan- 
sas, that husbands and wives the 
nation over be granted the privi- 
lege of splitting their income for 
tax purposes, as they are permit- 
ted to do now in the dozen states 
with community property laws. * 

The subject is such a sore one 
that. the success or failure of a 
veto overriding vote might de- 
pend on it, 

The tax bill which Truman 
vetoed had been approved by the 
Senate, 48 to 28,

new tax cut bill yesterday, 233 
Republicans were joined ‘by 69 
Democrats in support of the bill. 
Opposing were 109 Democrats and 
two Republicans—Hull of Wiscon- 
sin and H. Carl Andersen of Min- 
nesota—and the American Labor 
party member, Representative 
Marcantonio of New York.

KANSAS CITY, July 9—A spe- 
cial federal grand %ury investigat- 
ing vote frauds here in the 1946 


primary concentrated today on the 
consideration of evidence as to 
what went on in the tenth pre- 
cinct of the First Ward during 
that election. 

The First Ward, bossed by 
Charles Benagio, Italian political 
leader and gambler, is one of 
those the machine traditionally 
“delivers” at election time. The 
precinct captain, Morris (Snag) 
Klein, is tnder state indictment 
for fraud in the 1946 election. 

Klein is charged in state indict- 
ments with hindering a voter, and 
with being accessory in aiding an 
election judge to make a false re- 
turn. Ballots from this precinct 
were among those stolen in the 
courthouse vault burglary. 

The grand jurors, 19 men and 
four women, began hearing testi- 
mony by 35 voters from the tenth 
precinct. The jury called for the 
witnesses yesterday after a spe- 
cial agent of the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation gave a summary 
of the bureau's investigation. 

Although the jury was instruct- 
_ed yesterday by United States Dis- 
trict Judge Albert A. Ridge to 
make a “most thorough and pains- 
taking investigation” of frauds at 
the primary polls and of the sub- 
sequent theft of ballots impound- 
ed by a state grand jury from the 
Courthouse safe here, no evidence 
relating to the safe blowing has 
been presented. 

It is doubtful, the Post-Dispatch 
learned, whether such testimony 
will be forthcoming at this stage 
of the inquiry. The jury, which 
may return indictments covering 
two precincts before conclusion 
of its initial session this week, 
plans to recess Friday and re- 
convene week after next. 

New Rules on Secrecy. 

While subpenas and even indict- 
ments may be suppressed, under 
the’ new federal rules of criminal 
procedure as outlined by Judge 
Ridge in impaneling the jury, 
there no longer is any obligation 
of secrecy on grand jury wit- 
nesses. 

“A witness may now disclose to 
any interested party the testimény 
given by him before such a jury,” 
Judge Ridge announced, in point- 
ing out to the jurors the various 
federal laws, including those of 
conspiracy and obstruction of jus- 
tice, which they might invoke in 
their inquiry. 

Judge. Ridge referred to the 
ballot theft the night of May 27-28 
as a “heinous and _ dastardly 
crime” but he left open the ques- 
tion as to whether the federal 
jury might ebtain testimony from 
members of the state grand jury 
which returned indictments 
against 71 Gefendants. Both state 
statutes and public policy must 
be considered, ke pointed out, sug- 
gesting that it would be best not 
to summon the state jurors as 
witnesses before taking the mat- 
ter up with fhe Court.

3 FIRMS ACCUSED OF DOING |

Money Order Companies Said to Have Re- 
ceived Deposits, Discounted 
Bills and Notes.

JEFFERSON CITY, July 9— 
Suits to oust from business three 
St. Louis concerns, the Currency 
Services Inc., the Service Ex- 


change Co. and the Money Mart 
Co., on charges of illegally engag- 
ing in the banking business in 
Missouri, were filed in the Mis- 
souri Supreme Court late yester- 
day by Attorney J. E. Taylor. 

Two quo warranto petitions 
filed by the Attorney General in- 
volve a test, it was said, whether 
the firms, not organized or li- 
censed as banks or trust com- 
panies, could engage in banking 
practices. 

Taylor charged. the Currency 
Services Inc., a corporation, and 
the other two firms, both partner- 
ships, had exercised and usurped 
the powers and privileges exclus- 
ively granted to banks, without 
authority. He asked that the 
charter of Currency Services Inc. 
be forfeited and that all of the 
defendants be fined an amount to 
be determined by the court, 

Partners Named. 

One of the petitions was direct- 
ed against Currency Services, 611 
Olive street, and two individuals, 
Elmer G. Riek and Orville G. 
Hughes, doing business as part- 
ners under the name of Service 
Exchange Co., 1721 Washington 
avenue. 

The other- petition was filed 
against George E. Weidlich and 
Leo A. Lippman, doing business 
as partners under the name of the 
Money Mart Co., 3608 Olive street. 

The Attorney General charged 
the defendants, acting without 
authority from the state, had vio- 
lated the banking code by receiv- 
ing .deposits, discounting bills, 
notes and other evidences of debt; 
buying and selling bills of ex- 
change, issuing money orders, 
transmitting money by money or- 
ders, and engaging in other forms 
of banking. 

Fees Charged. 

Fees had been charged for such 
transactions, varying from five to 
10 cents, it was charged. 

Taylor said Currency Services 
and Service Exchange Co, had 
been carrying on some of their 
operations jointiy, since about 
Nov. 15, 1946. He said the 
Money Mart Co. had engaged in 
part of the alleged banking prac- 
tices since Sept. 25, 1946, and in 
others since last April 22. 

The suits were filed by the At- 


torney General at the instance of | 
State Finance Commissioner Har-| 
ry G. Shaffner, who has sup r- | 
vision of state banks and trust | 


companies. 


Shaffner said he referred the 
matter to the Attorney General 
after complaints had been made 
by St. Louis bankers and the Mis- 
souri -Bankers’ Association con- 
cerning operations of the com- 
panies.

Horner Says Planned Columbia 
Airport Levees Are High Enough.

ATTITUDE tiELPS 
PLEA FOR FUNDS 


Senate Unit Allots Sum of 

$5,616,618,799, but This. 

Is Less Than Staff 
Urged. 


WASHINGTON, July 9 (UP)— 
The Army general staff believes 
that Russian rejection of the Mar- 
shall plan for European recovery 
has greatly strengthened its po- 
sition in urging Congress to pro- 
vide for a strong national de- 
fense. 

Army officials were heartened 

by the action of the Senate Ap- 
propriations Committee yesterday 
in approving a fiscal 1948 Army 
budget of $5,616,618,799. This was 
$335,636,376 more in cash and $263,- 
000,000 more in contract authori- 
zation than approved by the 
House. 
They were encouraged also by 
‘the progress being made by the 
Army-Navy unification bill, which 
the War Department regards as 
a “must” for national security. It 
is now almost certain that the 
bill will be approved before Con- 
gress adjourns late this month. 

Senator Chan Gurney (Rep.) 
South Dakota called for a show- 
down in the Senate today on the 
unification proposal. Although he 
predicted a vote would be reached, 
Democratic strategists said they 
doubted that the debate could be 
ended before tomorrow. 

The outlook is not so good, how- 
ever, for another Army “must"—

universal military training. De- 
spite repeated requests for its 
passage by military leaders and 
President Truman, opposition to 
peacetime conscription remains 
high in Congress. 

On the Army’s new budget, the 
Senate Appropriations committee 
asked the Senate to approve the | 
higher amount with the warning 
that even that total might not be 
sufficient. Senator Gurney, chair- 
man of the Senate Armed Services 
committee, said it still was not 
enough to meet minimum needs 
as outlined by Gen. Dwight D. 
Eisenhower, Army Chief of Staff. 

The Army originally requested 
$5,716,791,500 in new money, but 
‘the House séaled it down to $5,- 
280,982,423. It also asked for $280,- 
000,000 in contract authority. While 
the House granted that amount, 
the Senate committee boosted it 
to $543,490,000. 

The House action was taken be- 
fore Russia turned thumbs down 
on the latest invitation to interna- 
tional co-operation. War Depart-

38-MILLION FLOOD FUND BOOST 


WASHINGTON, July 9 (AP)— 
Lt, Gen. R. A. Wheeler, chief of 
Army Engineers, recommended 
today that the Senate increase by 
more than $38,000,000 the $252,- 
713,500 approved by the House for 
flood control and rivers and har- 
bors work in the fiscal year be- 
gun July 1. 

“It is essential,” Wheeler told 
a Senate appropriations subcom- 
mittee, “that funds’ be restored 
to certain projects in order to 
avoid terminating continuing con- 
tracts now under way.” 

The House, in passing the War 
Department civil functions appro- 
priation bill, approved $157,541,800 
for flood contro] and $95,171,700 
for rivers and harbors. The total 
is $38,148,600 below President 
Truman's budget.

ARRESTED; PLO? 
BY REDS CHARGED

‘tablish a free state within Greece. 
The procedure is easy to under- 
stand. Before creating such a 
government the Communists want- 
ed to create in Greece a state of 
general civil war so that this 
eventual government would ap- 
pear not only as representing and 
controlling the bandits in the 
mountains but as controlling the 
forces fighting in the large cities. 
“According to this plan the rev- 
olution was ready to start in 
Athens at 1 a.m. July 10. Orders 
already were given for distribu- 
tion of arms to military units of 
the Communist party. The en- 
tire illegal machinery of the party 
(that which functions under- 
ground) was put into motion. 


“The Government has many 
more details concerning the plot, 
but these details are not made pub- 
lic now because it might interfere 
with subsequent - developments. 
Those arrests and inquiries ewhich 
will follow have absolutely no con- 
nection with present emergency 
laws. They are regular arrests 
made under prevailing civil laws 
and prosecutions will be carried 
out in civil courts. Most of those 
arrested will be taken out of 
Athens to islands near the city to 
facilitate the work of the authori- 
ties. Some of the ringleaders, how- 
ever, will remain in Athens. This 
transpcrt already has started. 

“The whole operation was start- 
ed this morning at 3 a.m. and the 
first arrests were made at 5 a.m. 
No} searches of homes were made, 
in jorder not to disturb families 
and lose time. Between 3000 and 
4000 police, gendarmerie and mili- 
tary units took part in the raid. 

“During the past few days the 
government observers noted many 
important party members left this 
vicinity. We are certain these 
have gone either to the mountains 
or are hiding in Athens. 


“The Communist party,. which 
in fact has outlawed itself, is not 
being prosecuted. The Government 
is not arresting persons because 
they are members of the Com- 
munist party, but because they 
are plotters. Independently, 
whether they are members of the 
party or not, only plotters were 
arrested. The majority of them 
are members of the party, how- 
ever, some are just tools.” 


Italy Arrests Two as Arms

GENOA, July (AP)—Police have 
arrested two men suspected of 
heading a large scale traffic in 
arms between Italy and Greek 
guerrillas, it was disclosed today. 
Police said the arrests followed 
discovery of large amounts of 
light and heavy machine guns and 
other equipment packed for ship-

SECRET ATOMIC 
DATA STOLEN 
AT PLANT IN ’46

‘thefts, the FBI said it undertook 
an investigation of them in April 
at the request in April at the re- 
quest of the Atomic Energy Com- 
mission. 

“The FBI found that the docu- 
ments in question had been re- 
moved from the laboratory in 
March 1946, by two non-commis- 
sioned Army officers detailed to 
Los Alamos who had taken the 
documents with them on transfer 
from that installation and subse- 
quently were discharged. The FBI 
recovered the documents and re- 
turned them to the commission.” 


The FBI spokesman added that 
Department of Justice attorneys 
have béen conferring with the 
atomic energy staff concerning 
the situation and possible future 
action. He said the matter was 
reported to the congressional com- 
mittee in executive session June 
17. The Justice Department would 
not disclose what action it was 
taking, if any, in connection with 
the incident. 

“There are a number of appar- 
ent conjectures (in the New York 
Sun Dispatch) perhaps based ‘on 
suspicion or guess,” he said. I feel 
the story probably may arouse 
the wrong connotation as far as 
the vital security and protection 
being given our atomic plants. 

“T presume no enterprise can 
always be 100 per cent secure 
against possible access by un- 
’ wanted persons,” he said. “But 
I am convinced a vigorous and 
intelligent effort, attempt—yes, 
and program—is being indulged 
in to protect these plants and 
I give that to you for myself 
and what I am sure is the feeling 
of the joint committee.” 

Hickenlooper began his Senate 
reply ‘to the New York Sun story 
by saying the joint committee 
had no reason to believe that any 
important atomic secrets had 
been stolen. A few moments later, 
however, he disclosed the 1946 
theft by Army personnel—quickly 
adding that the papers stolen had 
been recovered. 


He said that committee mem- 
bers had constantly reviewed 
atomic security precautions, but 
“presently have no reason to be- 
lieve that important, highly class- 
ified, secret. documents have been 
stolen or removed” since the Los 
Alamos incident. 

His committee, Hickenlooper 
said, had been “zealous” in check- 
ing Atomic Energy Commission 
security regulations, and the com- 
mission had co-operated with 
“promptness and dispatch” on 
suggestions for improving secur- 
ity practices. 

Senator McMahon (Dem.), Con- 
necticut, Hickenlooper’s predeces- 
sor as committee chairman, then 
took the floor. 

He commended the commission 
for “its vigilance in discovering 
the situation so soon after it took 
over,” and praised the FBI for 
“its magnificent work” in-recov- 
ering the documents that had 
been taken from Los Alamos by 
the Army sergeants. 

McMahon said it was “some- 
what regrettable that the (New 
York Sun) story appeared to have 
deviated sq far ‘Tone the facts” 
and said he was “delighted the 
country has been assured that the

The Sun said the disclosure of 
“startling laxity on the part of 
American security agents” was 
expected to result in‘a reorganiza- 


tion of the nation’s atomic energy | 


set-up. 
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Instruments they carry are set to 
break loose at medium altitudes 
and fall near the observation sta- 
tion. 

In addition to the Army wea- 
ther balloons, hundreds of others 
are sent aloft daily by govern- 
ment weather forecasters. United 
States meteorologists at Chicago 
said about 80 large balloons, five 
feet in diameter, and hundreds of 
others from 18 inches to two feet 
in diameter, were released in the 
nation every day. 

However, the weather men 
couldn’t agree on whether people 
were seeing the balloons. The Chi- 
cago forecasters said the balloons 
rose too rapidly. J. C. Huddle, 
Kansas City weather man, said he 
considered them a “likely source” 
of some of the reports. 

“On a clear day, I’ve seen our 
white balloons several miles high,” 
Huddle said, “They can be seen 
for a long distance and at about 
600 feet high they give the illusion 
of moving very fast.” 

Psychological Explanation. 

Scientists said today that the 
hysteria stirred up over the “fly- 
ing saucers” could well mean that 
psychological casualties in an 
atomic or rocket war would far 
outnumber deaths from atomic 
bomb explosions. ” 

Dr. Edward Strecker, director 
of the Philadelphia Hospital, for 
Mental and Nervous Diseases, de- 
scribed many of the reports on 
the “saucers” as due to a mental 
condition known as “pathological 
receptiveness.” 

He said that at the beginning 
of the saucer episode, some per- 
sons “may have seen something, 
such as the glint of an airplane 
in fast flight.” This probably led 
to ® misinterpretation of an il- 
lusion, he said, recalling that illus- 
ions are common. 

He said that the emotional state 
of many persons had been over- 
active since the first atomic bomb 
exploded. 

Dave Johnson, aviatfon editor 
of the Idaho Statesman, reported 
today he saw and took motion pic- 
tures of a black object as he was 
flying between Boise and Ander-

Johnson, flying for the third day 
in search of the elusive flying 
saucers, said he radioed _ the 
weather bureau and asked wheth- 
er the object might be a weather 
observation balloon.

A.L. Keeps N.L.’s Number 


This Time Stolen Base, 
Not Homer, Paves Way 
For Harridge’s League

CHICAGO, July 9—The National League today could look ahead 
to resumption of its Annual photo-finish race as an escape from the 
cold realism that, no matter whether a home run or a stolen base 
is needed to win, the American League and July are an unbeatable 


combination, 


The Nationals might have a bet- 
ter chance if the major leagues’ 
yearly All-Star game were played 
Christmas day. But even then, if 
an unassisted triple play or early- 
afternoon darkness were neces- 
sary for victory, the Americans 
probably would prevail. They've 
got the older league’s number, 
that's all. 


Time was, you know, when the/; 


influence of the New York Yan- 
kees and their home-run bats 
represented the Nationals’ excuse 
for defeats in the All-Star game 
and world series. But when rep- 
resentatives of the two big leagues 
took the field here yesterday, the 
Nationals’ players owned (1) more 
homers (2) more pitching — vic- 
tories and (3) the advantage of 
greater familiarity with the hit- 
ting handicap that is Wrigley 
Field's white-shirted bleacher 
background. 
Se They Stole This One, 

So the Americans, favored only 
by the betting commissioners, the 
men who know best, laid aside 
their big bats—and won with a 
stolen base. 

The American League's tenth 
triumph in 14 mid-season Classics, 
the starting lineups of which were 
‘chosen by the nation’s fans this 
time, was the lowest-scoring game, 
(2 to 1) in the inter-league serie» 
and only the second decided by 
one run. So there was less red- 
faced humiliation for the Nation- 


als than in other years when, as|{ 


the boys say in the dugout, they 
had their brains beat out. For 
instance, there was less need to 
find a dark corner than after last 
year's 12 to 0 slaughter at Bos- 
ton. 

But if there was a pink cheek 
or two of embarrassment in the 
league that dotes on its reputa- 
tion of alert and inside baseball, 
there was good reason, That stol- 
en base, executed by a quiet, stu- 
dious athlete who caught a Nation- 
al League pitcher with hig guard 
Gown, was the turning point, the 
chink in the armor through which 
the Americans struck their telling 
—and winning—blow. 


The score was tied, 1-1, as the 
gray-uniformed visitors batted in 
the first half of the seVenth in- 
ning. And if someone had injected 
a truth serum into someone, 
namely a National Leaguer, there 
probably would have been con- 
fessions of relief and smugness 
that the Americans had been held 
in. check so long. 


Doerr Saw the Open Door. 

Anyway, the at-the-moment 
pitcher was long and rawboned 
righthanded Johnny Sain, third of 
the four hurlers the Nationals 
used, and with one out Capt. Bob- 
by Doerr of the Boston Red Sox 
‘hit the rival Brave’s overhand fast 
ball for a single to left. 

Now, except for Bob (Public 
Enemy No. 1) Dillinger of the 
Browns, American Leaguers—and 
certainly conservative Capt. Doerr 
of the slugging Red Sox—aren't 
expected to go around stealing 
bases. So Sain contined his at- 
tention to the next batter, Buddy 
Rosar, the Athletics’ catcher, and, 
as a result, Doerr slipped away 
to a better start than you'd find 
in an Olympic running broad 
jump. Bruce Edwards, the ca- 
pable Brooklyn catcher, couldn't 
have caught his man with a 
Garand rifle, and consequently, in

Pitching Just About a Toss-Up; 
Brecheen Lacks His Fine Edge 


The game might have gone eith- 
er way, from a pitching point of 
view, for while the Americans out- 
hit the Nationals, eight to five, the 
older league drew four bases on 
balls to the visitors’ one. The 
Americans placed more men in 
scoring position, five to two, but 
the Nationals used the patented 


Harridge weapon—the home run— 
to make one hit do the work of 
two or three. 

However, except for Johnny 
Mize’s long smash of a “1-1” fast 
ball thrown in the fourth inning 
by husky Frank Shea, rookie 
righthander of the Yankees, the 
Nationals couldn't score.

Unfortunately, for the Nation- 
als, Brecheen lacked his world 
series edge and effectiveness. In 
the fourth The Cat yielded a one- 
out double to Ted Williams and 
jater a scratch single to Lou 
Boudreau, but no run _ resulted. 
Again in the fifth, working with 
that one-run advantage, the little 
lefthander kept the Americans 
away from home plate, though 
Joe Gordon opened with a double. 

Then in the sixth Brecheen lost 
two important batters he later 
said he thought he had struck 
out. But Jim Boyer, the American 


League umpire, didn't agree with,

DURHAM, N.C., July 9 (AP)—William Gibbons Bramham, who 
ruled minor league baseball for 14 years, died in a Durham hospital 
He would have been 73 next Sunday. 


North Carolina because at 31 he 
was much older than the average 
student, 

He instituted innovations to 
organized baseball but disliked 
what he termed “monkeyshines.” 
He saw in night baseball the sal- 
vation of the minors. Umpires, 
roughly treated by irate fans and 
players a generation ago, came 
under ‘his protective arm and he 
established a minimum 9@day 
suspension for the slightest as- 
sault on any arbiter. 

Kept Tab on Books. 

But it was the financial stabil- 
ity of member leagues that re- 
ceived his first attention. He put 
an end to haphazard operation of 
ball teams and kept a stringent 
watch over business conditions in 
the areas his members served. 

Bramham was born July 13, 
1847. He was educated at the 
University of Denver. He came 
to this tobacco center at the turn 
of the century to serve as secre- 
tary to Brodie Duke of the na- 
tionally known tobacco family. 

Bramham had managed and um- 
pired in semi-professional circles 
in Indiana and Kentucky and in 
1902 he was named president of 
the Durham team, 

Organizer of the North Carolina 
League, he became president of 
that circuit in 1915 and continued 
in that post when it became the 
Piedmont. He later simultaneously 
headed the South Atlantic, the Vir- 
ginia and the Eastern Carolina 
loops. 

A Presbyterian and a member 
of a number of fraternal orders, 
the “Judge” was a successful prac- 
ticing attorney before giving his 
attention almost entirely to his 
hobby. In nominating him for the 
Association’s presidency in 1932, 
Joe Carr, owner of the Columbus 
(O.) club, said: 


“ .. What we need is a great 
organizer and politician.

Exhibitions Next. 

Locke today was en route to 
New York for a series of exhibi- 
tions with Jimmy Thomson at 
Buffalo and Ithaca, N.Y., before 
hitting the golden tournament 
trail again in a showdown with 
Hogan for the money-winning 
title. Hogan, like Jimmy Demaret, 
who now is third on the list with 
$16,061, passed up the Tam 
O'Shanter jamboree when Pro- 
‘moter George 8S. May offered 
Locke a $5000 guarantee and post- 
ed two. separate prize brackets— 
one for those wearing identifying 
numbers and just half as much 
winnings for those who refused. 

Locke plans to meet Hogan in 
the gold rush in the $10,000 Cana- 
dian Open July 16-19; the. $10,000 
Columbus Invitational July 24-27; 
the $10,000 St.:Paul Open July 31- 
. Aug. 7, and posibly the $12,500 
Western Open in Salt Lake City 
Aug. 29-Sept.. 1.

Haas Owes It 
All to ‘Rajah’ 


CINCINNATI, July 9 (AP)— 
Berthold John Haas got a few 
pointers from a fellow named

Haas, who throws and bats right- 
handed, said the former National 
League star explained how he 
stood at the plate when he slugged 
his way into baseball’s Hall. of 
Fame twenty-odd years ago, 


Hornsby told him his position was|_ 


“at least a foot away from the 
dish and to the rear of the box.” 

“IT was in the habit of crowding 
the plate,” said the 33-year-old 
native of Naperville, Il. “During 
the winter and in sprjng training 
I practiced Hornsb style and 
now it’s mine, too. 

“I don’t try to knock down any 
fences. Just get a base hit, that’s 
the way I feel, and brother, it’s 
paying off.” 

Right-handed pitchers are just 
as easy as southpaws, said Bert, 

“They all have to throw it up 
there to the plate, and that’s 
where you get down to the busi- 
ness of hittin’ them.” 

Haas broke into organized base- 
ball with Beatrice, Neb., in 1936 
and was with the Brooklyn Dodg- 
ers briefly“in 1937 before going to 
Nashville of the Southern Asso- 
ciation and Columbus in the 
American Association.

LIGHT SELLING HALTS 
O-SESSION STOGK RISE 


Many Think ‘Correction’ Due 
—Two Views of Possible 
Effect of Coal Pact. 


NEW YORK, July 9 (AP)—Fol- 
lowing nine straight rising ses- 
sions, a record since the boom- 
bust year of 1929, the stock mar- 
ket today ran into enough selling 
to put most leaders in losing ter- 
ritory.

In part it is the fault of the 
Russians. They took a bad beat- 
ing at the polls and have been 
trying ever since to nullify the 
results. To an almost tragic ex- 
tent they have succeeded. 

But a verg large share of the 
‘blame must rest on the Ameri- 
cans and British. They have 
chopped the ground from under 
the only Germans who were pre- 
pared to fight Soviet-sponsored 
ideas. 

The Russians are engaged in an 
all-out political offensive. They 
know what they want in Berlin 
and will back their candidates to 
the limit. The French, for their 
own peculiar reasons of pride, fre- 
quently go along with the Russian 
lead. 

In Political Swamp. 

The Americans and, to a less 
extent, the British, seem to be 
wandering ina political swamp 
from which they are seeking only 
the easiest exit. What prestige 
they may have had is being de- 
stroyed as surely as self-govern- 
ment itself in Berlin. 

Sometimes it is pure incompe- 
tence. Sometimes it is “army 
mentality” that never has under- 
stood very clearly what is meant 
by democratic processes. 

Sometimes it is the apparent 
absence, in Wasbington, of any 
definite German policy as such. 

Officials here all too often must 
improvise, with no idea how far 
their government will back them, 
or how far they may be called on 
to sacrifice a basic principle for 
an easier compromise, 


Whatever the causes, results are | 


plain: 

Reasonably serious Germans al- 
ready are planning their retreat. 
If the Americans and British have 
abandoned Berlin to the Russians, 
then so will the Germans, the 
Germans argue. Newspapers have 
found it necessary in the last two 
days to urge the people to remain 
where they are. 

Any proposed American re- 
treat has been denied time and 
time again, yet no amount of 
denial can offset actual happen- 
ings.

So sane a man as Gen. Lucius 
D. Clay, American military gov- 
ernor, felt compelled to say last 
week that Berlin was no longer 
operating on its democratic con- 
stitution. The document we helped 
draw, he said, had turned out to 
be vastly different. He left the 
plain implication that there was 
nothing we could do. 

More disturbing to Germans, 
however, has been the manner 
in which Americans have tossed 
two leading German Social Demo- 
crats to the wolves in the inter-

HE brave new world of democracy, which the Allies offered 
October’s elections, has crumbled into almost 
complete ruin. In some part it is the fault of the Germans 
In some spheres they have hesitated to accept the re- 


ests of so-called “harmony.” The 
word “harmony” as used currently 
here has ugly overtones of Mun- 
ich and appeasement. 

To understand it fully, one must 
appreciate the extent to which any 
Social Democrat or Socialist who 
does not believe in Communism is 
abhorrent to the Communists 
themselves. They hate them as 
“traitors” to the Red revolution. 
The Communists are much more 
inclined to be\kindly to an out- 
and-out reactionary or capitalist 
as merely being misguided, 

Efforts for Russians. 

‘Yet the Social Democrats in 
Berlin last fall polled almost more 
votes than did all the other three 
ee together, including the So- 
viet-sponsored Socialist Unity 
group. 

On the Social Democrats fell 
the responsibility for putting Ber- 
lin’s new constitution into effect. 
From the first, the Russians, 
through the four-power Kom- 
mandatura, have tried to limit 
Social Democrat ‘ opportunities. 
They have fought to preserve the 
positions of influence of depu- 
ties or subordinates who, in most 
cases, were the appointees of the 
Russians in the days before the 
other allies reached the city. Even 
more, they have successfully 
blocked the party of any officials 
who might become positive lead- 
ers in the new Germany,. which 
was not wholly Comrhunist. 


Americans, for all their Truman 
doctrines and Marshall plans, 
have agreed to these two notable 
recent examples: 

Ernst Reuter, was elected ober- 
burgomeister, or lord mayor, by 
a three-fourths vote in the city 
assembly. The Russians don’t like 
him because he is a former Com- 
munist, than which there can be 
no greater heretic. His case is 
still being considered, but there 
is almost no chance that he will 
ever take office. 

School Head Ousted. 

Dr. Siegfried Nestriepke was 
chosen last fall as head of the 
city education department, one 
department the Communists al- 
ways want to-control. Nestriepke 
tried to short-circuit the Soviet- 
appointed deputy. He argued with 
the Kommandatura that the con- 
stitution left a,certain amount of 
self-government to the Germans, 
The Russians became gradually 
more furious. 

Exasperated by a French offi- 
cer, Nestriepke once threw up his 
hands, turned and walked away. 
The French made it a major in- 
cident. 

Two weeks ago he was sud- 
denly dismissed with American 
approval, with no notice. , This 
shook the Germans to the core. 


Morrison Hints That Lend-Lease 
May Be Necessary to Help Britain

LONDON, July 9 (AP). 


ARLIAMENT had a hint from the Government today, only 
three days prior to the Paris economic conference, that renewal 
of United States lend-lease before fall might be necessary to 


save Britain from unproductive poverty. 


“We cannot indefinitely go on 
importing what we cannot pay 
for,” Deputy Prime Minister Her- 
bert Morrison said last night in 
House of Commons economic de- 
bate. To bring buying down to 
ability to pay, he declared, Britain 
would have to cut imports 25 per 
cent and make “great adjust- 
ments” in production and standard 
of living. 

“The only remedy .. .,” he said, 
“lies in devising some means 
whereby billions of dollars worth 
of North and South American 
production could be transferred 
across the Atlantic without the 
necessity for immediate payment 
in the form of an equal and Op- 
posite flow of European goods.” 

Observers noted the similarity 
between this proposal and wartime 
. jend-ease. 

Of London’s morning papers, 
only the ruling Labor party’s 
Daily Herald refrained from criti- 
cizing Government economic pol- 
icy. The Communist Daily Worker 
said the policy “appears to be to 
drift until the Americans come 
over with a form of lend-lease.” 

Britain now is running into 
debt at the rate of 450,000,000 
pounds — about $1,800,000,000 — 
yearly to pay for food for its 
people, still on thin rations, and 
raw materials for its industry, 
slowly recuperating from the 
war. If it keeps on drawing at 
the current rate on its $3,750,- 
000,000 United States credit, it 
will be gone by the end of next 
winter. 

Answering Opposition Leader 
Anthony Eden, Morrison said: “If 
broducers of the world do not 
@xpand their production more 
quickly in the next three or four 
years the whole opportunity of 
building a tolerable civilization 
may be lost.” 

Morrison said that when British 
representatives went to Washing- 
ton they estimated five billion dol- 
lars were necessary to see them 
through, but that what they actu- 
ally got was three quarters of this 
sum. He said their purchasing 
power was further reduced by a 
rise of 40 per cent in United 


States prices and persistent boom 
conditions compelling them to ac- 
cept second, third and fourth 
choices and high prices. 

“We cannot indefinitely goon 
importing what we cannot pay 
for,” he.said, “and I must ‘ell 
the House quite frankly it may 
come to this. And a tragically bad 
day it would be for us, for Europe 
and for the world’s hope of pros- 
perity.” 

Eden in opening the debate on 
the import program, said the Mar- 
shall plan was not a cure-all for 
Britain’s ills. 

In commenting on the debate, 
the Daily Mail (independent con- 
servative) said reducing imports 
25 per cent would mean “hungry 
people would be starved of their 
resources of manufacture,” 

“We are engaged in a jet pro- 
pelled rake’s progress toward 
bankruptcy and utter ruin,” it 
declared. “But. we cannot keep 
going to the U. 8. for new supplies 
of dollars.” 

The Mail declared that if Brit- 
ain got new dollars under the 
Marshall plan, the money “must 
rigorously be used to put od 
economy on a firm basis.” 

The Times (independent ite 
servative) said use of the United 
States loan now being drawn upon 
had been “relatively disappoint- 
ing” and that Britain “shows lit- 
tle understanding of the gravity 
of the crisis or the threat of a 
dramatic collapse of the standard 
of living, which only further 
American Kelp can now avert.”

The Auckland Statement. 


On his visit to Auckland, N.Z., 
Jan. 2, Admiral Halsey relates, 
he was told by Prime Minister 
Peter Fraser that “a strongly re- 
assuring statement” from him 
might help ta allay a public 
clamor for thé immediate return 
of New Zealand forces from North 
Africa—where, as Halsey knew, 
they were greatly needed. 


“I: asked him: ‘What do you 
want me to say, and when and 
where?’ 

“He told me that a number of 
editors and reporters were waiting 
at my hotel; if I would give them 
an interview in which I reiterated 
my New Year’s eve statement, 
they would cireulate it through- 
out New Zealand, and his position 
would be fortified. 


“I was glad to oblige him. I told 
the newspapermen, ‘We've got 
three hundred and  sixty-three 
days left in which te fulfill my 
prediction, and we’re going to do 
it.

“Touched Off a Bellow.” - 


“When these two interviews 
reached America, they touched off 
a bellow that I could hear in 
Noumea. The severest criticism 
was centered on my prophecy 
about Tokyo, The production 
leaders were terrified that labor 
would take my word as gospel 
and quit their war jobs. The draft 
authorities also complained, as did 
&@-lot of other officials. They ac- 
cused me of everything from 
recklessness to drunkenness. 

“Of course, I kneve we wouldn’t 
be in Tokyo by the end of 1943! 
I knew we wouldn’t be there even 
by the end of 1944! I may be tact- 
less, but I’m not a damned fool! 


“What the civilian bigwigs 
didn’t consider is this: my men 
were tired; their morale was low; 
they were beginning to think that 
they were abused and forgotten, 
that they had been fighting too 
much and too long. Moreover, the 
new myth of Japanese invincibil- 
rity had not yet been entirely dis- 
credited. Prior to Pearl Harbor, 
the United States in general had 
rated Japan as no better than a 
class-C nation. After that one 
successful sneak attack, however, 
panicky eyes saw the monkey men 
as supermen. I saw them as 
nothing of the sort, and I wanted 
every man in SOPAC to know 
exactly how I felt.” 


Bombs and Mosquitoes, 


Returning to Espiritu to meet 
Navy Secretary Knox, and going 
thence to Guadalcanal, Halsey 
found his route suspiciously beset 
with bombings, which suggested 
either “luck or leakage.”

Bidault, when replying to V. M. 
Molotov’s final “count-us-out” dec- 
laration, uttered a profound truth 
on behalf of all strictly European 
countries. “Independence,” he said, 
“is not achieved in the poverty of 
isolation.” Yet what Moscow had 
just decreed for most of the Soviet 
satellite nations in eastern Europe 
was precisely that—the poverty of 
isolation. And to an extremely 
costly and painful degree it had 
chosen the same thing for the 
war-crippled Soviet Union. 

Why did the Kremlin choose the 
slow, lonely, bitter and risky road 
of isolation? On this point much 
difference of opinion still exists. 
Some say the Soviet leaders saw 
the Marshall recovery program as 
diverting elsewhere huge chunks 
of Germany’s production which 
the Russians regard as rightfully 
their share of reparations. Some 
are likewise driven to conclude 
that the Soviets are intent upon 
maintaining, at all costs, their ab- 
solute economic monopolies in the 
“Iron Curtain” countries. Some 
see the Kremlin both alarmed and 
provoked by the challenge of the 
“Truman Doctrine”—and replying 
in kind. There is much to be said 
in support of any of these varied 
but interlocking interpretations. 


Struggle for Europe. 


Finally comes the view that the 
Soviets elected to keep a tightened 
grip on all countries east of the 
Stettin-Trieste line—and spur na- 
tional Communist parties to fight 
for control in western European 


countries, At any rate this is how 
Moscow's choice at Paris must 
now be expected to work out. In 


practical politics a divided Shivaiia 
means the opening of a fateful 
East-West struggle for all of 
industrialized and modernized 
Europe. Such a struggle must if- 
evitably be prolonged; incalculably 
expensive in terms of human suf- 
fering and heightened antagonisms 
as well as in dollars. 


It is important, therefore, to 
consider on what grounds Molotov 
sought to justify Moscow’s choice 
of “the poverty of isolation.” He 
insisted that an all-European com- 
mission for recovery and mutual 
trade would end in controlling the 
“economic and national independ< 
ence” of many countries. The 
small and less powerful European 
States, he said, would lose their 
sovereignty. The Soviet Union, he 
added, favors economic collabora- 
tion “on a healthy basis of equal- 
ity and mutual respect for nae 
tional interests.”

Property Owner to His City 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Your editorial, “Us Go-Getters,” says: 
“‘St. Louis Building Down 41 Per Cent 
Below ‘46 Figure.’ This while the vet- 
erans wait—and in the virile Midwest, 
the go-gettingest part of the nation that 
‘gets things :done.’” 

I can tell you one reason why St. Louis 
is becoming the No. 1 decadent city of 
the United States, There is no rhyme or 
reason for any program which the City 
Government attempts to set up. Particu- 
lariy, I have been close to the so-called 
“equalization” program of assessment. 
The Assessor has all but “equalized” me 
out of business. 

The 17 competitors we have in St. 
Louis in the office building line were 
given an average increase of assessment 
of 7.5 per cent. I am connected with 
two square blocks on an ownership 
basis, One of mine was raised 32 per 
cent; the other, 22.6 per cent. 

The highest level at which property 
was assessed in St. Louis was in the 
1929-31 period. The two blocks with which 
I am connected are the only two which 
were assessed over the high-level figure 
of that period-—-the Railway Exchange 
building by $890,000 and the Century- 
Syndicate Trust buildings by $381,000. 
It is difficult for me to find reason for 
such action. | 

In my memorandum to the Equaliza- 
tion Board I have said that such as- 
sessments compared with others are 
confiscatory, discriminatory and preju- 
diciaJ, and I have Written the Mayor 
that I believe something is wrong in 
_City Hall when such a thing can happen 
in a city of this size. I also told him 
that we are abandoning better than $12,- 
500,000 worth of proposed projects be- 
cause of discriminatory and prejudicial 
action on the part of the City Admin- 
_ istration. ; 

The jump of $2,080,000 from an assess- 
ment of $6,500,000 in 1946 to $8,580,000 in 
1947 shows that either no Assessor prior 
to Eugene Guise knew his business or 
the present Assessor does not know his 
business. Fortunately, this year the 
State Constitution gives us a right to go 
to the courts. 

Something is wrong in St. Louis. 
Anyone who is progressive either gets 
“taxed out” of town or “banked out” 
of town, FRED M. SAIGH JR.

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New Power Trust Drive 


The Power Trust is active again. It is at- 


tempting to cut the heart out of the law creat- 
ing the Federal Power Commission. The tools 
it is using for this are two bills offered by Rep- 
resentative Miller of Connecticut, which up to 
recently have escaped publicity. Marquis Childs, 


among others, has thrown the spotlight on these 


measures, 

Does the Power Trust think the country has 
forgotten the Age of Insull, with its reckless and 
corrupt practices? ‘The country’s memory is 
longer than that. It remembers the orgits of 
the ’20s, when far-flung utility empires swin- 
dled investors, corrupted legislators and even 
tried to pervert the minds of school children by 
bribing teachers to spread public utility propa- 
ganda in the schools. 

* . * 

Congress took note of the national scandal in 
1928 by ordering a sweeping inquiry into utility 
practices by the Federal Trade Commission.. In 
the following year, Herbert Hoover recommend- 
ed an overhauling of the Federal Power Com- 
mission to enable it to regulate the interstate 
transmission of electricity. That was done. 

The Federal Trade Commission had reported 
that utility books carried nearly a billion and a 
half in over-inflated values. In 1935, greater 
powers were given to the Federal Power Com- 
mission. It went to work to squeeze the water 
out of public utility rate structures, and that 
work is still going on. But the utilities now 
seek, under the cover of apathy, a return of the 
good, old days. . : e 

One of Representative Miller’s bills would ex- 
empt important interstate movements of elec- 
tric energy from federal supervision. The states 
are powerless, as the Supreme Court has re- 
peatedly decided, to control power exports and 
imports. Therefore, the effect of the Miller bill 
would be to restore the No Man’s Land that ex- 
isted before Hoover took action in 1929. A vast 
field of power company activity would go un- 
regulated. 

~ x% «* 

Miller’s second bill is purportedly designed to 
safeguard state’s rights. This is an old dodge. 
The utilities used the slogan for all it was worth 
in 1928, not to safeguard states rights, but to 
escape federal scrutiny. If the second Miller 
bill passes, its effect will be to nullify a na- 
tional water conservation policy that has de- 
veloped over many years quite outside of par- 
tisan politics. 

The bill narrows the definition of “navigable 

waters” in such a way, evidently, as to permit 
a utility to build dams on non-navigable por- 
tions of streams, This might seriously affect 
the navigable portions, but the Federal Govern- 
ment would be powerless to interfere. 
Miller Bill No. 2 would open the way to per- 
petual private power rights, even if they de- 
stroyed uses in the public interest, such as flood 
control, navigation and irrigation. Under pres- 
ent law, the Government can recapture private 
developments that interfere with the public in- 
terest, but the Miller bill would cloud that 
process and make its exercise more difficult. 

Once again, the Miller bill would exempt non- 
utilities from the federal licensing requirement. 
Many manufacturers have dammed streams and 
use all the power in their own plants. To ex- 
empt these manufacturers from regulation, so 
the Federal Power Commission holds, would 
“practically nullify any effective control over 
stream development for conservation purposes.”

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As Mr. Childs reports, a parade of power com- 
pany executives has appeared before a House 
committee to urge passage of the Miller legisla- 
tion. They were accompanied by witnesses from 
several state utility commissions, These com- 
missions, as has repeatedly been shown, are often 
stooges for the utilities. To quote Mr. Childs: 

The private-utility lobby in a state capital 
is ordinarily well-heeled, and now and then 
shocking cases of wholesale bribery have 
come to light. ~- 

The drive to put over the Miller legislation is 
only part of a general effort by private utilities 
to recapture some of the license they once en- 
joyed, to the country’s sorrow, in the Age of 
Insull. The Power Trust still tries to take over 
federal power at the switchboard — in other 
words, on the companies’ own terms.’ After re- 
fusing to enter the field of rural electrification, 
utilities now attempt to sabotage REA appro- 


priations, and to make cutthroat raids on elec- 


tric systems owned by the farmers themselves. 
The power industry is out to wreck the South- 
western Power Administration and to prevent 
the extension of the TVA idea. 

The country should be alerted to the dangers 
inherent in the resurgent campaign of the Power 
Trust, The first counter-move should be the 
death of the Miller bills.

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The House Succumbed 


One of Oscar Wilde’s wisecracks was that the 
best way to overcome temptation is to succumb 
to it. Which is what the House did yesterday 
when it passed the second Knutson bill.. On 
the theory that 49,000,000 taxpayers can’t be dis- 
pleased if four billion doflars is lopped off their 
income tax bills, the House plumped for this un- 
statesmanlike measure by a vote of 302 to 112. 


~ that’s more than enough to override another 


presidential veto. 

In his rejection of the first Knutson bill (iden- 
tical to the present one except that the effective 
date has been changed from July 1, 1947, to 
Jan. 1, 1948), Mr. Truman summed up the argu- 
ments against it. Those arguments still hold. 
Business is: booming in the country and needs 
no spur in the form of lower taxes. Inflation is 
threatening and to pour four billion dollars into 
people’s pockets will aggravate inflationary pres- 
sures. The public debt is astronomically high 
and it behooves the country to refluce it while 
the reducing is good. Vast international com- 
mitments are being made and the money Has got 
to be found to honor them. 

Under all the circumstances, the wise and 
strong thing to do is to keep taxes at their pres- 
ent level." But the House, under the leadership 
of the GOP, saw fit to court the voters and to 
make hay for the 1948 presidential year.

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Gromyko’s Wrecking Tactics 

If it is Mr. Gromyko’s design to wreck the 
United Nations, he is proceeding in the right 
way. His speech at Lake Success yesterday, 
calling ‘on the Security Council to reverse ‘the 
findings of its own Balkan commission, is diplo- 
matic sabotage in what has become the familiar 
Russian pattern, The Balkan commission, after 
careful first-hand inquiry, found that Albania, 


Bulgaria and. Yugoslavia are responsible for — 


fomenting trouble on the Greek border. These 
three nations—stooges of Moscow—have been 
convicted of violating the United Nations Char- 
ter. 

It is an open-and-shut case, yet the Soviet Ay- 
bassador flies in the face of the facts and the 
evidence. He does so despite the warning of 
British Delegate Sir Alexander Cadogan that, if 
the Security Council cannot solve the Balkan 


_ problem, the United Nations may as well “pack 


up” and disband. He ignores the demand of 
United States Delegate Warren Austin that the 
Council take some action—by force if necessary. 

If the United States had proceeded arbitrarily 
and unilaterally in the Greek border situation, 
there would be some excuse for Mr. Gromyko’s 
attitude. 
placed before the Security Council, and an or- 
derly procedure was followed to get the facts. 
Our own representative on the Balkan commis- 
sion, Mark Ethridge, is a man on whom Soviet 
Russia could depend for fairness. 

This commission found Yugoslavia primarily 
guilty, and Albania and Bulgaria, in lesser de- 
gree, for causing trouble on the Greek border, 
and recommended a permanent border watch. 
If these nations are not guilty, as Mr. Gromyko 
charges, why is he not willing to put the matter 
to further test by agreeing to such a border 
watch? 

It is now reported that an international 
brigade, under Comintern auspices, is being 
formed to fight in Greece. Muscovite-trained 
political leaders like Duclos of France, Togliatti 
of Italy and Tito of Yugoslavia, it is charged, are 
co-operating to form and train this brigade, and 
word is awaited from the Kremlin as to its 
disposition. 

Apart from its responsibilities under the 
United Nations Charter which it has done its 
best to fulfill, the United States has the responsi- 
bility under the Truman Doctrine to protect 
Greece from Soviet interference. Mr. Gromyko 
may be sure that the United States will not shirk 
that task. He may be sure, too, that the more 
Russia succeeds in weakening and impairing the 
influence of the United Nations, the stronger 
must be this country’s determination to uphold 
and implement the Truman Doctrine. 
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A Long-Deldyed Measure 


After a congressional delay that goes back be- 
fore the war, the House of Representatives has 


passed the federal judicial code revision bill by , 


a vote of 342 to 23. This overwhelming majority 
is a measure of the merits of this bill, which 
has the active support of'the Federal Judicial 
Conference. One of its provisions would make 
the qualifications of jurors in federal courts 
uniform throughout the country. These qualifi- 
cations now vary greatly. Im some districts 
women serve and in others they are not admit- 
ted. If states wish to hold yp différent stand- 
ards for jurors, that is their privilege, but there 
is no reason why federal jury qualifications 
should not be made uniform, Other provisions 
would produce further uniformity in federal 
procedure, This is one of the bills which the

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The Miners Win—and Lose 


John L. Lewis has won a great victory for the 
soft coal miners with his $1.20 daily pay in- 
crease contract, but he has let down his union 
members at the same time by not going to bat 
with Congress for genuine mine safety legisla- 
tion, 

After the Centralia disaster snuffed out 111 
lives, a federal mine inspection law with teeth 
should have been enacted easily. Such a bill 
was introduced before thé last of the bodies had 
been removed from the Centralia Coal Co.'s 
death trap. Many members of Congress indorsed 
the bill. Public opinion came to its support. 

Yet months have passed and the bill is still in 
subcommittee. Why? Because the United Mine 
Workers of America has not come out for its 
passage. More accurately, because John L. 
Lewis preferred to continue his feud with Sec- 
retary Krug whom the miners’ chief seemingly 
hates more than he hates the most ruthless coal 
mine operator, — 

Lewis's latest row with Secretary Krug is over 
the directorship of the Federal Bureau of Mines. 
The Truman Administration has chosen James 
Boyd, former University of Colorado Mine 
School head, for the post. Working through the 


“ 


Republican Senate, the UMWA has been able to 


block the appointment,thus far. 

How this ties in with the bottled-up mine in- 
spection bill was tipped off by K. ‘°C. Adams, 
editor of the Mine Workers’ Journal. He said: 
“We didn’t want, any more than the mine op- 
erators wanted, a federal law that would be en- 
forced by a man who didn’t know anything about 
coal mining.” 

This is a clear case of putting personalities 
above the safety of human beings. Why should 
the passage of an inspection law with teeth turn 


#on the identity of any Government officer? 
Miners are entitled to adequate safety regula- 


tions regardless of who heads Government 
bureaus or departménts or, for that matter, 
their own union. 

There is still actually time enough before the 


_prospective adjournment to pass this bill. How 


rapidly a bill can be passed is being ‘demon- 
strated now as Congress passés a new tax re- 
duction bill in order to set up a 1948 campaign 
issue. But the Republican managers can hardly 
be expected to schedule a measure which the 
mine union leaders themselves do not seem to 
want, 

The alternative is continued state default on 
mine safety—more Centralia disasters and more 
wrist-tapping company fines,of $1000 as penalty 
for losing gambles with the lives of the men who 
go down into the nation’s coal pits. ;

The train from Leningrad stopped near 
the Finnish frontier. A captain, in the 
green-tabbed uniform of the Soviet Securi- 
ty Police, and a buxom woman interpreter 
came into my compartment. 

At long last, all my belongings were 
passed. The woman again turned to me, 
Her intense eyes looked straight into mine. 


“When you write about Russia, you will 
have your opinion,” she said, “but write 
with the heart. We don’t want any more 
war, We had enough. Remember the ter- 
rible destruction we suffered, and the pale 
faces of our children. Write with the heart.” 


To consider Russia “with the heart” 
means to sense two stories-—-the story of 
her great warm people, and the story of 
the cold bureaucracy of lies and murder 
which grips the people's lives. You cannot 
know a jail without having seen the pris- 
oners. 

The more I saw of Russia, the more I 
was convinced that Russia’s leaders put 
machines ahead of men, industrial recov- 
ery ahead of human recovery. Perhaps the 
clearest example of the cold-blooded way 
the Kremlin handles Russian reconstruc- 
tion is Stalingrad. 


The Stalingrad Ratio 


The war reduced Stalingrad’s population 
from 500,000 to 22,000, its holusing to 5 per 
cent of prewar, its plant capacity to zero. 
Today, according to the state’s priority 
system, the city has 70 per cent of its pre- 
war plant capacity, with 60 per cent of its 
prewar population and 20 per cent of its 
prewar housing. 

Up to a point, the Kremlin is right to 
concentrate’ on long-range reconstruction 
of industry rather than on immediate com- 
forts, such as housing and consumer goods; 
but under the brutal 70-60-20 Stalingrad ra- 
tio, which puts men at least 10 years be- 
hind machines, human beings do not and 
canpot work most effectively. 

City folk yearn for simple consumer 
goods. Even if the consumer-goods goal 
of the current Five-Year Plan is met (an 
unprecedented occurrence in the history of 
five-year planning), the Russian people will 
not live as well in,1950 as they did in 1938. 


Olga Buys a Sweater 


The biggest department store in Moscow 
(population 7,000,000), is smaller and has 
a far poorer selection than most small- 
town department stores in the United 
States. But the people act much the same. 
At this store’s sweater counter I watched 
a young matron as she shopped, ‘She had 
brought along two friends about her age— 
the late '20s—who called her. Olga. 


Her sweater, which would cost about $6 
in my home town of Trenton, N. J., had 
cost her $71.25. It was probably the one 
major new purchase Olga was making for 
her spring and summer wardrobe—-and she 
spent a couple of months’ salary on it. 


Another difference was the way Olga 
was dressed, Because of the Kremlin's 
70-60-20 ratio, Olga wore cotton stockings, 
her hair was straight, her complexion sal- 
low, her dress ill-fitting. One American in 
Russia summed up the women’s dress sit- 
uation this way: “There isn’t a girdle in 
the entire Soviet Union.”

kept in slave labor camps ranged from 
3,000,000 to 15,000,000. Usually the state 
does not bother to hide slave laborers (Rus- 
sian or foreign); they are seen working 
everywhere.

In Russia, the United States visitor can- 
not escape comparing Lenin to Abraham 
Lincoln, especially when he visits Lenin's 
tomb, as I did on five occasions, That grim 
monument symbolizes the spirit of Soviet 
Russia in its capital, as the LincoIn Memo- 
rial is the monument that best symbolizes 
the spirit of America in our capital. In 
both monuments you find the plain people 
of the country. 


In Lenin’s tomb there are no vistas. On 
entering it from the center of Red Square, 
you go underground. But you have only a 
few seconds to take it all in. There are a 
dozen armed soldiers in the room, and the 
rule is: keep moving. 


The two men and their two monuments 
incarnate the dominant notes in their sys- 
tems, Both were great men, 


But it was Lincoln who said: “God must 
have loved the common people, he made so 
many of them.” And it was Lenin who 
said: “One would like to caress the people, 
but one cannot; they bite.”

Between Book Ends 


Salty Vignettes of War 
THE GALLERY, by John Horne Burns. (Harper & 

Brothers, New York. 

This salty book of vignettes is a powerful 
and realistic piece of World War II writ- 
ing. Deriving its name from the Galleria 
Umberto in Naples, it consists of nine “por- 
traits” alternating with eight “prome- 
nades,” the former being studies of sundry 
persons involved and the latter being 
largely a series of reminiscent commen- 
taries. 

The author, a Harvard graduate and a 
teacher of English in a boys’ prep school, 
served as a GI and officer in Africa and 
Italy. From a comparison of his own war 
record, and his allegedly fictional account, 
it appears that more of this book must be 
based on personal experiences than is ad- 
mitted by the trite warning: “All charac- 
ters whose portraits hang in this gallery 
are fictitious. Any resemblance to persons 
living or dead is pure coincidence. Only 
the descriptions of Casablanca, Algiers and 


' Naples are based on fact.” 


In all the “portraits” there are few per- 
sons who appear to be at all normal. There 
is too much “understanding” for the “lib- 
erated” Italians and too much condemna- 
tion of Americans—even for the most neu- 
tral and most diplomatic striped-pantser 
who éver attended a U.N. tea. But, like 
Hogarth, Author Burns has executed some 
compellingly graphic satires. 

* - - 

There's Louella, in the Red Cross for her 
own private joy ride, clad in “blue uniform 
of sveltest cut,” truly a “modern Jeanne 
d'Arc with a smile~and a coo,” who felt 
GIs were “just a little vulgar” while “offi- 
cers are isdlated and sensitive.” There's a 
dandy on the great barbed wire enclosure 
full of GIs and officers all taking their 60 
shots at three-hour intervals, night and 
day, in thiy place where, as the guard told 
the sergeant, “shackees repent their shack- 
in.” In “Father Donovan and Chaplain 
Bascom” appear two of the few likable 
characters in the book—only to meet sud- 
den death. - * 

The best of all depicts four junior intel- 
ligenée officers all struggling for glory (as 
they knife each other) in a censorship of- 
fice. In linge of duty, all they do is handle 
mail, but the show they put on is good 
enough to deceive the higher brass—mimeo- 
graphed brochures with graphs, charts, ar- 
rows, slots of various colors and altitudes, 
and sonorous paragraphs commencing with 
such stately tidbits as “Attention is di- 
rected to a chain of malfeasances by .. .”

Fairgrounds Park Children 
Study Nature, Hear Stories 
in Forest Park. 


A group of about 25 boys and 
girls who usually play at the city 
recreational center at  Fair- 
grounds Park rode to the new 
day-camp center in Forest Park 
today to enjoy the larger park’s 
zoo, study nature, play games 
and hear a story-hour program, 

They were among the first of 
many St. Louis youngsters, falling 


generally within the age bracket 
of 8 to .12 years, who will have 
the opportunity of participating 
in the city’s new day-camp pro- 
gram at Forest Park. The pro- 
gram began last week. 

From now until next fall, when 
school begins, similar groups, 
from each of the city’s 35 parks 
and playgrounds that are staffed 
by recreational directors, will 
spend a day in Forest Park. 
Those chosen to make the day- 
long trip will have shown ex- 
ceptional merit in the various ac- 
tivities at their neighborhood 
playgrounds. 

A typical day-camp schedule 
begins when the group, with its 
regular recreational director in 
charge, arrives at Wells drive in 
Forest Park, west of the Tamm 
avenue bridge, about 10 o’clock. 
A city recreation official described 
the area as being “almost like 
virgin forest.” 

After being oriented on the day’s 
activities, the boys and girls are 
taken’on a conducted bird walk 
and nature study that lasts until 
11:30 a.m., when they unpack the 
lunches they have brought with 
them and sit down to eat. Free 
milk is provided by a St. Louis 
dairy, 

When they have finished lunch, 
they sit around and listen to 
stories told by one of the instruc- 
tors, who is in charge for the 
day. Those not interested in the 
story hour can play quiet games. 
At 1:30 o’clock they clean up the 
area, disposing of what remains 
of their lunches and wrappings. 

Then, they move toward the 
Zeo to see the animal shows. 
First, there’s the elephant train- 
ing to watch; then there are lion, 
tiger and bear training and finally, 
the chimpanzee show. When the 
chimps complete their training, 
the boys and girls walk back to 
their day-camp area. 

By this time it’s 4 o’clock and 
a bus is waiting to take them 
back to the playground in their 
own neighborhood.

Their armies and governmental 
civil services now are also Com- 
munist-dominated. tn Paris, how- 
ever Molotov denounced a form 
of international co-operation 
“based on the predominant posi- 
tion of one or several strong pow- 
ers”, ... He said “the subordinat- 
ed countries” are deprived of their 
independence. ... The Soviet gov- 
ernment “cannot lend its assist- 
ance to anyone arranging his af- 
fairs at the expense of other 
countries of less strength or size.” 

If Molotov’s statement was pub- 
lished in the Soviet-zone countries 
of eastern Europe, it would be 
interesting to have a Gallup poll 
of first-reaction comments from 
all categories of citizens down 
the Danube. Soviet policies and 
actions there, and those of the 
governing domestic Communists, 
have ‘definitely alienated a large 
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li the formerly exaggerated 


majority of the people in these 
countries. This was clearly true 
when I was there nine months 
ago. It must be even more em- 
phatically the case today, given 
developments which have occurred 
since then. 
Afraid of Competition. 


Thus there is every reason to 
believe that Moscow—realizing it 
has lost the masses of FWastern 
Europe—regarded any all-Euro- 
pean recovery program as far too 
great a risk, It preferred to make 
“Iron 
Curtain” really iron-tight. It must 
have concluded that trade rela- 
tions with the west, the entry 
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or mechanical technicians — or 
even occasional visits of prospec- 
tive buyers—all would tend to 
compete with Russia’s economic 
monopolies. Political controls 
might also become much more 
difficult to retain. 

Consequently the sharp contra- 
dictions between Soviet policies 
and Molotov’s phrases in Paris 
have been deeply underlined, The 
revolution which produced “The 
Internationale” as its song of hope 
has gone on record .as opposed to 
‘international collaboration and 
truly international trade. The 
ideology which preached a new 

ind of sovereignty for the masses 
of the people—a sovereignty with- 
out narrow nationalistic bound- 
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aries—has swung around to cham- 
pioning that type of sovereign na- 
tionalism which has cost Europe 
so dearly for several centuries. In 
practice Moscow’s decision. has 
turned the wheel a full circle. 

Although the Kremlin’s choice 
must have been weighed most 
carefully from the Soviet view- 
point its risks will prove very 
great. ®To condemn the impover- 
‘ished, proud and passionate peo- 
ples of the Soviet satellite coun- 
tries to a further “poverty of iso- 
lation” may well be to invite grave 
troubles in the future. However 
it may be dressed up, these peoples 
resist coercion instinctively and 
ceaselessly. Such resistance is in 
their Blood; has never been mas- 
tered successfully through many 
generations. 
' For the eastern Europeans—and 
doubtlessly many others—what 
the Soviets repudiated at Paris 
was hope for a better life in their 
lifetime. Yet that kind of hope

Life on the Farm 


An Old Haymaker 
Tells How to Make It

T seems that our trips to. town come less and 

| hess often; that as we near the limits of the 
city where the smoke haze becomes visible, we 
are more and more apt to ask ourselves, “What 
brings us here, any- 

way?” and are less 

and less able to find 

a logical answer. 

“Hillbillies,” y ou 

will say and you'd 

probably be right, 

for here among our 

hills we find values 

of living that cities 

cannot duplicate. 


But the other day 
we did go to the 
city to talk before 
the national meet- 
ing of Home Eco- 
nomics Agents for 
aS the Extension Serv- 
fice. The first thing I asked them for was a 
recipe Mama had been wanting for canning 
gooseberries—and I think she came home with 
five, but probably none better than the one she 
had already gleaned from Irma Rombauer’s “Joy 
of Cooking.” I had a subject we'll hear more 
about during the coming years. This is that 
nutrition is the next great frontier for agricul- 
tual science. From here on, it seems to me, 
there will be less emphasis of wringing high 
yields in bushels or tons, boosted by’ shots of 
chemical fertilizer or special seed varieties, from 
soil in which the natural food elements are ex- 
hausted. Instead of this, we will be concerned 
with rebuilding our land to growing healthy 
crops, rich in the nutrients which will create 
healthy animals and healthy humans. As Bill 
Albrecht of Missouri University once put it, 
you may be able to raise plants of a sort in 
sub-soil turned up in the process of strip mining, 
but a goat eating these plants might not be able 
to stave off starvation. 
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ON FRIDAY, we had mowed more red 
clover, .and that evening had gotten just a 
suspicion of a shower although enough to ef- 
fectively prevent putting that hay in the barn 
on Saturday. We got back home at noon on 
Sunday with the weather still threatening and 
I walked out to look at the hay, Saturday’s 
bright sun had cured it; another spell of rain 
would turn it black. This seemed to me a matter 
of getting one’s ox out of the ditch, so I hooked 
the big buck rake to the tractor and went to 
work. We're mowing this hay away in the hay- 
shed on the ridge, so after bucking the clover 
and timothy into great shocks, | started picking 
them up again with the rake and hauling them 
to the barn. Now it was a matter of hoisting 
them with the hay-fork up into the mow and 
this is a job almost impossible to handle alone. 
Dusk was coming on and the clouds still threat- 
ened, hanging so low they obscured the moun- 
tains. So I finally called for Mama to come and 
help and now she can boast, like many another 
farm wife, that she has helped with the haying. 
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SHE FOUND THE OPERATION interesting 
and suggests, since not everyone was raised in 
the country, that we describe the process, When 
you store hay loose in the barn from which it is 
to be fed out to livestock, the normal method 
is to haul it from the field in wagons and hoist 
it into the mow with a hay fork. Along the 
very ridge of the barn, suspended by hangers 
from cross-pieces on the rafters, runs a long 
track of either wood or metal. Riding on this 
track is a carrier to which the hay fork is 
attached by an automatic locking device, The 
fork is a U-shaped contrivance with two sharp 
prongs perhaps three feet long. Operating inside 
these prongs are adjustable arms much like the 
barbs on a harpoon. One heavy rope perhaps 
twice the length of the barn is attached to the 
fork and runs to the back of the building and 
thence through a pulley to the ground where it 
is hitched to a team of horses or the tractor. A 
lighter trip-rope runs directly ‘from the fork out 
the other end of the barn to the operator who 
is unloading the hay wagon,

FIRST STEP ig the process is to pull the 
carriage out into the cupola, where the fork auto- 
matically trips and drops into the load of hay. 
Here it is pressed down firmly to make sure of 
a full load and the “barbs” are set to get a firm 
grip on the hay. “Take it away,” shouts the 
loader. At the far end, the driver starts his team 
and up goes the fork with its great load of hay. 
It reaches the top, locks into the carrier and 
goes rolling along the track into the hay mow. 
Sometimes a third hay-hand is waiting to stack 
it away, in which case he gives a shout when it 
arrives at the right spot in the barn. The driver 
stops, the loader gives a tremendous tug on the 
trip-rope, the fork opens and down comes the 
hay. On Sunday evening, with rain threatening, 
the process was somewhat more complicated. I'd 
rush in two loads ahead of the buck-rake, per- 
haps a ton of hay. Then we'd take the tractor 
around the barn and hitch it to the hauling 
rope.

LONG the Big Piney they say 
A tiat when it comes to fishing 

and hunting and showing city 
fishermen how to hook jack 
shimon, there's not a better guide 
to be found than Wilford Lee. 
He ought to be good, for, as he 
says, he has been hunting and 
fishing all his life, and he has been 
“naddling” ever since he was 17 
years old, That would make it 
29 years, for he is 46 now. By 
paddling he means taking summer 
visitors on float trips. 

As boy and man Lee has spent 
all his years on the rivers and 
the hills that hem them in. He 
was born on the Osage but was 
brought.to Big Piney by his par- 
ents when he was 10 years old, 
His earliest recollections have to 
do with life on the streams, fish- 
ing in the summer and hunting 
and trapping in the winter. r 

As a paddler, Lee is more than 
a mere guide, He not only knows 
where the fish are to be found 
but does his share of the fishing, 
striving always to catch as many 
as the men he paddles or a few 
more. His customers find no fault 
with his expert competition, for it 
spurs them to greater efforts and 
larger catches. 

Lee’s specialty is fly-casting 
with a téchnique of his own, Most 
of the men on a float prefer plug 
fishing with the casting rod be- 
cause they are not too good at 
“flyin’ 'em,” especially the way 
that Lee flies ’em. Instead of the 


quick cast that most fishermen — 


employ, Lee casts and lets the fly 
drift as much as 25 feet. The gen- 
erally accepted idea is that in fly- 
ing you: have to hook them on the 
cast or you don’t get them. Not 
so, says Lee. To prove it he gets 
as many kis way as others get 
their way. He is mighty proud of 
that. 
fisherman. And he gets good 
ones, bass and goggle-eye. Last 
year he caught a four and one- 
fourth pound bass that way. 
Usually the catch is mostly bass, 
goggle-eye and cat and some Jack

HERE are two seasons fa- 
T vorea by the fishermen, from 

June 15 to July 15 and from 
Aug. 15 to late Sertember. The 
mid-summer is shunned because 
the weather is too hot. 
Most of them know their 
Way around or come with some- 
body who does. Duke is just a 
wide place in the road three miles 
from the river, with no accommo- 
dations for transients, but there 
are cabins at the Keeton and Dial 
camps on the river. Lee meets 
them there with his boats and 
from there the floats are started. 
The usual float is one, two or 
three days, making about fifteen 
miles a day, with time out for 
fishing. Lee has made floats the 
full navigable length of the river, 
75 miles, from Roaring Spring to 
Arlington, taking five days for it, 
but not often. At the end of a 
float the boats and fishermen are 
hauled back by truck to where 
they started. 

When the floating and fishing 
season is over Lee turns to hunt- 
ing and trapping, finding lone- 
some enjoyment through the win- 
ter in stalking game and follow- 
ing his trap lines, for he is a 
bachelor, living alone, and his 
time is his own. Sometimes he 
has 75 traps out and his lines run 
4 to 5 miles and he aims to run 
them every day. There used to be 
bigger game, but now his catch 
is mostly ’possum, ’coon and musk- 
rat, with an occasional wild tur- 
key and a deer in season in the 
Mark Twain Forest. Turkeys are 
scarce because wolves destroy the 
young. : 

Lee is also somewhat famous 
as a builder of the boats that 
fishermen use. If he has the 
makin’s he can slap one of them 
together in a day or so. 


If there is anything better in 
life than fishing and hunting 
along Big Piney, Lee doesn’t know 
what it is, and if anybody told 
him there was something better 
he would be mighty skeptical.

MANY FATHERS WILL taunt their children about such 
fears, as by saying, “Don’t be a coward! Go back into the water 
and duck the other boys!” That may sound simple to the 
father, but it is terrifying to the(child. When a youngster is 
afraid, it behooves us to re-educate him regarding the situation 
which occasions his present fear. Taunts and ridicule seldom 
cure a boy or girl of their timidity, shyness or dread. Instead, 
they must be taught a new set of habits by which they can 
build up assurance and self-confidence. This task may involve 
much longer practice periods than the week of intensive swim- 
ming drill which Clyde received from his camp leader. A shy 
child cannot become the life of the party in a week or even a 
month. Consequently, parents should sacrifice, if necessary, in 
order that their children can play with other youngsters, learn 
how to swim and skate, dance and ride a bicycle, play ball and 
stand on their heads. If your chifd has 1000 social habits, he 
will obviously be better adjusted and more self-assured than 
the youngster with only 500 of these social habits. Tactfully 
encourage your child to develop as many different habits as are 
wholesome and productive of his greater self-confidence. For 
the more habits of successful adjustment to life that he pos- 
sesses, the less his occasion for fear, with its resulting flight 
reactions, including even insanity. 


A Blind Man Who Would Lead the Blind 


Noel oe Offers hie and Financial Aid to His Blind Neighbors

WINONA, Mo., July 9. 

HEN darkness came to Noel 
W carpenter he thought of oth- 

ers walking in the dark and 
wanted to guide them into ways 
where new interestst wollld be a 
light unto their feet. Stricken 
blind suddenly, he quested for 
things that would take his mind 
off of his affliction and found 
ways to help others take their 
minds off of their afflictions, The 
fesult is shown by a sign that 
stands by Highway 60 near Bart- 
lett. It tells that half a mile back 
from the highway are The Blind 
Industries of the Ozarks. There 
Noel Carpenter, at the age of 45, 
is hopefully starting a new life to 
help the blind of the hills who 
have been without hope. 

Carpenter’s other life had been 
an active one as a St. Louis real 
estate man. Eighteen years ago 
his face was smashed in an auto- 
mobile accident. A bone infection 
that resulted finally destroyed his 
sight. When the light was fad- 
ing he and his mother came to 
the hills and bought a small farm 
with a lake on it. Here, when the 
light failed, he would be happier 
than in the city and could occupy 
himself with such activities as 
are possible for a sightless per- 
son, In June last year they came 
and in September his remaining 
sight was snuffed out like a can- 
dle. Before that he had planned 
to do something for the blind peo- 
ple of the hills. After he was 
completely blind he developed his 
plans. The sign went up on the 
highway. In the country papers 
he advertised not. for help for 
himself but for others he might 
help 
KINDLY send name, address and 
age of any blind person in your 

county known to you. We are 
making an effort to better living 

conditions for the blind. Blind 

Industries of the Ozarks, Winona, 
Mo. 

Carpenter, 46, advertises TO 
help, not FOR help. A higher 
standard of living, medical atten- 
tion, ambulance service and spe- 
cial schooling for children are 
among his projects. Mr. Carpen- 
ter and his mother, Mrs. Mary 
Noel Carpenter, came to the 
Ozarks last fall. They bought a 
nice house situated in a grove of 
trees near a-lake just off Highway 
60 near Bartlett, Mo. 

Before his sight failed him a 
few months later, Carpenter 
saw enough of the country and the 
living conditions of those in the 
hills and rural communities to 
realize that a man, woman or 
child handicapped with blindness 
would have a hard and uninterest- 
ing life, trying to get along on the 
limited blind pension, eked out 
with what they could do on their 
hilly acres. Acres that challenged 
even the physically fit to make a 
decent living. 

Knowing that many of the blind 
are uneducated, that some have 
never had the blessing of sight at 
all, and that blind persons in the 
back hills are unaccustomed to an 
efficient way of doing things, Car- 
penter determined to try and help 
them to ‘a better way. of life.

ing business life bimaelé in the 
real estate business which has 
been in his family since 1851, the 
St. Louis executive found it neces- 
sary to continue the habit of ac- 
tive business, Coupled with a de- 
sire to help the blind, this force 
has found an outlet in the Blind 
Industries of the Ozarks, 

The Industries are to include 
Shannon county and the surround- 
ing six counties: Reynolds, Carter, 
Oregon, Howell, Texas, Dent. 

One of Carpenter’s plans is to 
buy up through his own efforts 
and those gf other blind persons, 
a quantity of good Missouri sor- 
phum. The sorghum will then be 
sold on a commission basis to cus- 
tomers in St. Louis. Commissions 
will go into| a fund to be used for 
doctor, ambulance, medical and 
emergency treatment, including 
hospitalization when needed, for 
the blind. He also plans to build 
a special fund to help blind chil- 
dren to receive special schooling. 

Another project that has met 
with satisfactory success has been 
the sale of sacked black walnuts. 
Thes are bought, already cleaned, 
and sold by mail order as the sor- 


ghum is. Carpenter found that 
rural school children like the com- 
bination of peanut butter mixed 
with sorghum in their school 
lunches. He plans to introduce 
the mixture to city children and 
hopes that they wilil like it as well 
as their country cousins do and 
therefore increase the sale of 
Ozark sorghum,

ARPENTER also advertises 
C for home cured country hams 

to sell to city patrons. As in 
the case of sorghum and walnuts, 
this hag met with success, He is 
now looking forward to fall when 
farmers will be taking their yel- 
low corn to the grist mill. He 
hopes to find a mill that will spec- 
ialize in coarse ground yellow 
corn meal, highly prized by city 
customers. 
Carpenter will take advance 
orders for apples in season in 
order that he may ship fresh 
supplies in season. He hopes to 
help the blind later on to become 
interested in mushroom culture if 
they have a cave or other suit- 
able place to raise them. On the

Carpenters’ lake a flock of do- 
mestic maldlard ducks swim con- 
tentedly about. Blind persons in- 
terested in duck raising may soon 
be given a start from the flock. 
Domestic rabbit raising and rais- 
ing of hogs are other projects Mr. 
Carpenter hopes to introduce to 
the blind for increasing their in- 
come. He judges that the blind, 
from his own experiences, can suc- 
cessfully care for these animals. 


Having discovered that he can 
do rough carpentry work as he 
succeeded in laying a floor in a 
“without too many cracks 
and without getting too many 
splinters,” Carpenter wants to 
show the blind how to make a 
foot stool with pine slab usually 
discarded at a saw-mill, The 
rounded slab is peeled off, angles 
sawed with the .aid of a mitre- 
box. Fitted and joined with legs 
on the order of the ordinary milk- 
ing stool, the rounded top and 
sides have an attractive appear- 
ance. Basket weaving and the 
making of other handicraft and 
souvenir articles, may  success- 
fully be made by the blind in 
their own homes. The products 


Another source of funds for the 
blinds will be obtained, Carpenter 
plans, through sale of a rough oak 
exterior paint for which he has 
the agency. A great deal of rough 
oak lumber, unplaned and straight 
from the saw-mills, is used in this 
part of the country. The paint will 
dress up and preserve the rough 
oak, 

Carpenter plans to collect used 
clothing to sell for the benefit of 
the blind: he plang to collect old 
battery radio sets to give to*the 
blind who do not have them,

ARPENTER has found several 
C ways to facilitate progress 

about his acreage which may 
be used successfully by other blind 
persons. He bored a hole in the 
handle end of his cane and put 
two loops of tarred marline 
through. Marline is tough and 
light and the twine is long enough 
to loop onto his wrist. When he 
wants to’use both hands in lifting 
or workigg, he drops his cane, At 
the concliision of the job, the cane 
is readily at hand with no fum- 
bling around on the ground or 
floor to find it. 

Another practical idea which 
would never have occurred to a 
sighted person, perhaps, is the use 
of a long visored cap such as deep 
sea fishermen wear. The visor is 
four inches longer than on an 
ordinary cap. The long visor 
bumps into trees and walls before 
the wearer is close enough to be 
injured by the collision, 

Lines attached at a convenient 
height lead to different points of 
routine visits and aid in giving 
him independence. With the aid 
of block and tackle and lines, 
Carpenter plans to do such chores 
as opening and shutting the chick- 
en house door from the house, a 
chore that could be duplicated to 
advantage by a sighted person. 

Andy, a short-legged white dog 
who went with the place, has been 
an aid to Carpenter in getting 
around. Andy proved too short, 
though, in going over rough places 
and up and down steps. Inky, a 
Great Dane, was purchased re- 
cently and is already a great help 
to his master and very fond of 
him, 

After Blind Industries of the 
Ozarks are well established, it is 
a dream of Carpenter to establish 
a “Blind Town.” ‘The streets 
would be marked so the blind 
could go wherever they wished in 
the town, They could do their 
marketing and even serve as 
clerks with the aid of a sighted 
person to keep accounts. They 
could have community activities 
to develop their talent, such as 
acting and musical. It would be a 
modern town with playground, 
good homes and industries where 
the blind could be among those 
having their own problems and 
where their families could find 
work and interests also. 

“That is all a dream of the fu- 
ture,” Carpenter said. 

“Sometimes,” says Noel Carpen- 
ter, raising his sightless eyes to 
the sun, “I forget that I am blind. 
Perhaps it is because I am not 
thinking of myself and my need 
of help but of others that I can 
help. Maybe I will be able to do 
somebody some good.”

ERVOUSNESS has nothing to 


do with producing colitis, says 
Dr. D. T. Quigley in his in- 
structive little book, “The Na- 
tional Malnutrition,” published by 
the Lee Foundation for Nutri- 
tional Research, Milwaukee. 

Dr. - Quigley doesn’t leave it 
there, but let us leave it there for 
a moment so I can say Dr, Brady 
concurs, 


The colon disease and the nerv- 
ousness, Dr. Quigley continues, 
are both the result of the same 
dietary deficiencies, 


Here let us pause again for a 
moment, while I urge all of you 
poor geeks with what purports 
to be colitis, mucous colitis, spas- 
tic colon, to take a piece of paper 
and a pencil, pen or typewriter 
and write down those 16 words 
of Dr. Quigley’s so you will never 
again lose sight’ of the fact that 
your “nervousness” and your 
“colitis” are both manifestations 
of nutritional deficiency, and not 
each the cause of the other. 

x *« * 


COLON DERANGEMENT is a 
more accurate description of the 
trouble than “colitis.” “Colitis” 
implies inflammation of the colon 
(large bowel). There is no in- 
flammation in the true sense of 
the word. There is only physical 
degeneration; weakness, disturbed 
function and derangement fits the 
condition more accurately. 


In the booklet, “Constipation 
Habit and Colon Hygiene” (for 
copy send 25 cents and stamped 
self-addressed envelope) I say that 
deranged colon occurs in the first 
place laregly if not entirely as a 
consequence of prolonged mod- 
erate nutritional deficiency, espe- 
cially inadequate intake of vita- 
mins B, G, calcium, phosphorus, 
etc. It is a well established fact 
of physiology that lowering of the 
calcium level in the blood renders 
the cells and tissues, particularly 
of the nervous system, irritable, 
excitable, hypersensitive,

IF YOU POOR geeks who have 
been exploited by the ethical 
quacks, the near-doctors and the 
queer-doctors, to say nothing of 
the slickers who run colon filling 
stations and the vendors of min- 
eral oil. and imported birdseed 
concoctions, can free what you 
call your mind from these crude 
notions and readjust your diet to 
assure a reasonable intake of the 
protective, corrective foods, you 
will have made a start toward re- 
covery. 

An important contributing cause 
of colon derangement is the habit 
of taking mineral oil or other 
physic or laxative to keep the 
bowel constantly disturbed and 
interfere with the absorption of 
what few vitamins and what little 
mineral matter the freak diet may 
contain, 

There is a kind of vicious circle 
involved here, but maybe we have 
said enough to make at least a 
few poor geeks with derangement 
of the colon undertake to improve 
their nutrition.
